WALTER S. RHINO. 
HE POST-DISPATCH presents today ex- 


cerpts from the letters written by Wal- 

ter S. Rhino, of the American Escadrille 
or flying corps, with the French army, to his 
mother, Mrs. Clara M. Rhino, who lives in Vine- 
yard Haven, Mass. Rhino, who is only 22 years 
old, went to France last December, intent upon 
entering the French air service. The excerpts 
from his letters cover his experiences from the 
time of his arrival in France to September last, 
when he expected to be shifted to the American 
army for service immediately. 

We read much of war these days. But what 
we read is of the earth fighting or the sea-fight- 
ing. Our reports of the air fighting are brief. 
Guynemer dies over Flanders; but of his com- 
bats in the air we know little—how he fought, 
what tricks he played, what acrobatic stunts he 
did. The glory of Guynemer lives after him. The 
world will remember him, because he played so 
fearlessly the game which few aviators ever win, 
the game with life and death as stakes that is 
hourly waged thousands of meters above the bat- 
tlefronts. 

‘Rhino’s letters to his mother tell in detail the 
whole story of an aviator’s life. From the time 
that Rhino arrived in France to the time when 
he alone fought the giant Albatross, sent spin- 
ning to their deaths the crew that manned it, and 


by Col. Holbrook, then in command returned to receive the Croix de Guerre and one 


palm (later to be supplemented by another palm 
for a similar deed), his letters came frequently 
to his mother, telling her in detail the whole 


‘course of his life. Starting above the Pyrenees, 


he talks aloud to his sister’s picture, which he 
carries with him, to his beloved machine, and to 
himself. Hour after hour, alone and miles high, 
he is thrown upon the resources of memory. The 
earth he finds beautiful beneath him—the spring 
time of Southern France when the trees first 
‘show their’ green harmonies, and the flowers of 
the fields welcome a warmer sun. Or 20,000 feet 
above the trenches he hovers like an eagle, wait- 
ing for a foe to appear; he sights a hostile plane. 
‘He dives, ‘nose’ down, with speed incredible— 
such speed as none in this country Know any- 
thing about. His “Spad” plane, the most power- 
ful one-place war plane, is capable of 140 miles 
an hour. Driven downward with the capacity of 
such a speed—how fast did Rhino shoot when he 
dove to strike with a hail of W > bullets the 
ill-fated. Albatross? 

Or sent forth on a more dangerous érrand, he 
flies with seven aeronauts to protect his advance 


Ja@ainst the .Teuton. ‘sausages”—<the ungainly ob- 


servation’ balloons which hang high above the 
guns that vomit death. Reaching forward low 
above the battlefield, braving shrapnel and the 
fire of the deadly anti-air craft guns, he seeks to 
set in flame by his rockets these sausage bal 
loons. Or he spine and dives and soars and 
“loops the loop” as he strives to get above an 
aeronaut as killed, perhaps, as he, to pour in 
the death-hail from his machine gun. 

Rhino’s letters to his mother, therefore, are a 
chronicle of the war in the air. They are here 
published as he wrote them, except that his let- 
ters are condensed and certain repetitions in con- 
tents omitted. They are given to the American 
public with the certainty that in them every pa. 
triotic American will find a new source for pride 
—pride that this young Lafayette has returned 
the compliment to France which she paid us dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War. And Rhino, brave as 
he is, but one of the many. His exploits, true, 
have raised him in fame above most of the others 
—but he represents the vanguard of that vast 
host which by a similar daring will soon prove to 
the German Kaiser the unconquerable might of 
America. |

Ameritan boys extraordinarily * for coming 
over voluntarily to fight for their country. 

Dec. 25.— This has been the hardest Christmas 
I ever put in. I have a hard time to get what I 
want to eat, for I do not speak the French tongue, 
but, after a while, I manage to get enough to keep 
me from starving. I can speak a few words in 
French. I hope to speak and understand it quite 
well in a month or two. Wish you could see me 
in my new uniform. If I do say it myself, I look 
quite nice in it. Thursday I go to X for my 
first lesson in flying. 


In the French Army at Last. 

Ecole d’Aviation, Militaire, X., Jan. 8, 1917.— 
Well, I am in the army at last. On account of 
bad weather conditions I have had only two les- 
sons in flying. We have many hardships to en- 
dure, but I am in the army now for the duration 
of the war. 

Of course, you know that I am no more an 
American citizen, for I have taken the French 
oath. When I come back home, after serving in 
the French army aviation corps, I shall come the 
same as any foreign person who migrates to the 
United States. 

I am in the American barracks, and find the 
boys very pleasant companions. We do nothing 
but learn to fly, which is more of a stunt than 
one would believe. There is a lot to it. We have 
many falls. Sunday morning two men fell and 
broke their machines rather badly, but no one 
was hurt. Jt is an interesting game. There are 
17 American boys as pilots in my barracks. Fine 
chaps, too. They are sitting around reading while 
Iam writing this. 

Jan. 13.—Frederick Prince has visited the camp 
—a nice chap. This army life isn't what it is 
cracked up to be. We have many hardships to 
endure. If nothing happens and I go through 
in first class order, I will have the best training 
in the world, in the best army in the world. 
Promoted to Real Flying Machine. 

Jan. 18.—I have been promoted from a machine 
that wouldn't fly to one that will fly; so, from 
now on, I fly. I fly over the field for 15 or 20 
minutes and then I fly for an hour or so over the 
country, before I have special work to do, We 
are going to be transferred soon to another school 
farther south in France, so we can have better 
weather to fly in. r 

We are going to be taken off the Bleriot ma- 
chines to train on the Codrome machine. We 
have to go in the air to learn to fly a Codrome. 

Here we are taught at first, “before flying,” to 
be able to control the planes while running along 
the ground. In these other schools, we are taken 
up in a double command Codrome with our mon- 
itor, and he teacher us the controls and then has 
us take the control and fly ourselves. He takes 
us up about 200 meters. After we are able to 
handle the machine in the air without assistance, 
and able to bank our turns, etc., we are given a 
single command machine and have to fly alone. 


‘In this school we are able to get to the front on 


actual service in six or eight weeks.

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Associated Press Told How 
Rhino Won War Cross 
{ N Associated Press dispatch from 
Partie Aug. 23 last said that 
Walter 8. Rhino of Martha's 
Vineyard, Mass., the day before, single - 
handed, had shot down a German two- 
seated albatross, He thus earned his 
Sergeant’s stripes and a war cross at the 
outset of his career: N was considered 
a remarkable performance for so young 
a pilot. Rhino, with three others of the 
Lafayette escadrille, was flying low over 
the enemy lines when he sighted a Ger- 
man machine. Rhino left his patrol 
and climbed to 9000 feet. He then 
pointed the nose of his machine toward | 
the unsuspecting German and when 
within 300 feet of him opened fire with 
his machine gun, The German machine 
crashed to earth. 


something went Wrong with his machine. He 
looped the loop on the ground and landed up- 
side down. He smashed up his machine—but he 
was not hurt at all. 

We were then told to put up our machines, 
lest we have further accidents—for there is snow 
on the ground, which causes a deal of skidding 
when landing or running on the ground. 


Hardships of Winter Flying. 

Jan. 24.—Bitter cold weather has made flying 
on the field of Lecole Aviation a real hardship 
and the barracks are as cold as it is outside. To 
make matters worse, I am homesick. There have 
been many accidents and the boys are doubtless 
feeling blue over the misfortune Of a French lad 
who fell two days ago and broke his leg above 
the knee and was badly injured internally. There 
are falls every day, but it 18 rare that anyone 
is hurt. 

Jan. 27.—I am being transferred today to Pau, 
in the South of France. I shall be in a warm 
climate within 24 hours. I expect to get through 
this school at Pau in three or four weeks, for, in 
Pau, we shall have summer weather and can 
fly every day. I am peaking now, Peaking is 
flying to a height of from 75 to 100 feet and 
then cutting out the motor and at the same time 
turning your nose straight down until within 
10 or 12 feet of the ground—then straightening the 
machine level with the ground and landing Hsht- 
ly, without the use of the motor at all. 

Burdeaux, Jan. 29.—I am some happy and con- 
tented in this swell part of the country. I made 
two flights this morning, and my monitor told me 
before the rest of the boys that I would be a li- 


‘censed pilot in about two weeks. 


In about another week I shall be doir¢ acro- 
batic stunts on a Nieuport machine, such as loop- 
ing the loop, vaults, turning upside down for a 
few seconds, peaking, etc. When I finish those 
stunts, I go to Javezee to learn the ‘operation of 
machine guns while flying, etc.

IMPROVE WINTER DRIVING 


Cadillac engineers have provided 


more than & usual number of ways to 


increases engine efficiency in cold 


weather. Having in mind that an in- 
creasing proportion of motor cars are 
used the year round, they have over- 
come by simple and sensible means, 
most of the cold weather detriments. 

To promote easy starting of a cold 
motor, they have devised an enrich- 
ing device for the gas mixture pass- 
ing through the carburetor. This is 
operated by a small lever located on 
the steering column. The intake 
manifold has a hot water jacket of 
unusual eil insuring proper va- 
porization of the fuel immediately 
after starting. 

The temperature of the water is 
thus quickly raised because of the 
thermostatic controls which the Cad- 
iliac incorporates in the water circu- 
lation line. In starting, with the 
water in the engine and radiator cold, 
the thermostat valves are closed, and 
the supply from the radiator is cut 
off. The amount of water around the 
intake manifold and the cylinders be- 
ing relatively very small, it is quick- 
ly brought to proper temperature. As 
it warms, the heat causes the ther- 
mostat valves to open gradually, per- 
mitting circulation of the water from 
the radiator. Thus there is no danger

As I was start- 
ing out on a low patrol] of 2500 me- 
ters high this noon, I saw two big 
hangars full of aeroplanes and an- 
other tri-plane machine of ours just 
leaving the ground, blown to nothing, 
The Boche planes managed to get 
across the lines and bomb this place. 
We haven't got the casualty list yet, 
and keeping account of daily inci- 
dents is a specialty. The man who 
does it has a very dangerous posi- 
tion, for when a combat machine 


drives onto him and drives Dig rock- 


éts or fuses that set the big moss of 
his observation balloons on fire, he 
must jump r his life in a para- 
chute. When they do jump, 99 out of 
100 are broken up a bit. 

‘Iam one of the pilots that nas the 
job of setting fire to such observation 
balloons during the attack. It is no 
fun doing this, for the anti-aircruf 
guns and artillery are bursting heavy 
explosives and shrapnel all around 
you, and if one little piece of shrap- 
nel should hit its mark, the pilot can 
Say, I have done my bit.“ 

How They Outwit Gunners. 


P. 8. Had just finished writing 
your letter and was about to seal it 
‘when word came that I have lost an- 
other chum. His name is Baudoin, 
a Fren¢h Lieutenant, who had five 
Boche planes to his credit and was 
decorated for each. I was talking 
with him not an hour and a half ago, 
“and was discussing about his going 
to America and teaching aviation. 
He was an excellent pilot and a aare- 
devil. 

He was to leave for Aunties 5 
side of a fortnight. He was a volun- 
teer patrol—something we do often 


—and attacked a biplane machine 
over the German lines.. While he 


Was in the combat with this lone 


plane two more Boche biplane ma- 


chines came down behind him and 
shot the poor boy down. The last 
he was seen he was nose down in 
a viree, going like a shot out of a 
gun into eternity. 

A viree is a nose dive, spinning 
around like a top. We do that in 
every combat. When the anti-air- 
craft guns are too hot, we go into 
a viree, to spill height straight down, 
80. ag to make them change their 
guns bearings, which takes 30 sec- 
onds time—and gives tnother chance 
to get away. 


Tomorrow morning at 4:40 sharp 
six of us are to make a raid on the 
sausage balloons. We shall try to 
bring down a costly bunch of prop- 
aide valuable to the Boche. I hope 

come back, but jf I don’t one of 
my chums, Wilcox, will send my 
dress uniform and little belongings 
to you for a very sincere remem- 
brance. 

We must fly at a Height of 1000

Warfare Wil Alter Situation | 

in a Few Months. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 13. a re a 
von Tirpitz, former Minister of the 
German Imperial Navy, interviewed 
by the Brunswick Landes Zeitung. 1s 
quoted as saying: 

“We can continue confidently to 
@xpect a final triumph over England 
as long as we continue to sink ves- 
sels faster than she constructs thenn. 
A submarine war success cannot be 
‘expected immediately, however, but 
if we pursue our aim firmly we shall 
find after some months that our po- 
sition for negotiations with England 
‘will be quite different. 

“England desires negotiations now 
while her position is comparatively 
favorable. The decisive factors are 
the shipping losses suffered by the 
éntente, and by neutrals who expose 
themselves to our U-boat war. ~ 

“No definite time can be fixed for 
our success. Economically and as 
regards raw materials. our position 
today is stronger than that of 
France or Italy. How far England 
will be able to make her supplies last 
cannot be pre‘icted. 

“But the decisive factor is that 
while we supply four-fifths of our 
economic needs from our own pro- 
ductions, England has to fetch four- 
fifths of hers from overseas. 

“We are now at the fateful hour 
of our existence. Germany cannot 
maintain her position as a world 
Power against England unless her 
position is founded on might.”

Nine thousand bushels of wheat, 
valued at approximately $19,500 un- 
fer the Government's price, was 
in a St. Louis grain elevator while 
the millers were seeking more grain 


to steady the price of flour. Its own- 
er reposed on his farm, in St. Louis 
County, and entertained visions of 
fancy pricesewhen the speculators 
took hold at the end of the crop, as 
in former years, but he was rudely 
awakened by the Food Administra- 
tion Grain Corporation, of which 
Edward M. Fiesh is in charge in the 
St. Louis district, eomprising 12 Mid- 
dle West states. 

In relating the details of the inci- 
dent, disclosing the effectiveness of 
the\ Hoover administration’s opera- 
tions, Flesh told a Post-Dispatch ro- 
porter last night that he had per- 
emptorily ordered the farmer's 
wheat released Oct. 1, after it had 
been in storage only 30 days. 

“Farmer Was Amazed. ” 

“The farmer, amazed at this un- 
usual proceeding,” related Flesh, 
“demanded to know why such action 
vas being taken, and he was prompt- 
ly informed that the country was at 
war and that the food administra- 
tion law required that wheat should 
be held in storage no longer than 30 
days and that the Government pro- 
posed to sell it after that time for the 
farmer at prices fixed by the food ad- 
ministration. 

But he was unmoved by this; he 
announced he would haul the wheat 
back to his farm, and hold it there 
until the demand became so great 
that prices would advance, thus get- 
ting around the law. 

“I pointed out that he could not 
lawfully do this, as the wheat had 
beef In aH" évator licensed by the 
Government and could be taken by 
the Government and sold. . Further- 
more, I explained. the grain ex- 
changes were no longer speculating 
in wheat and one price, fixed by the 
Government,. would prevail through- 
out the winter— $2.18 a bushel for 
No 1 red winter wheat, and $2.15 
for No. 2. 

Finally Consented. F 

“The farmer then reluctantly 
gave his consent to the sale of. his 
wheat. Consent, however, was not 
needed, but it was sought that he 
would feel that no injustice was be- 
ing done him by the Government, 
and the wheat was sold at the 
Food Administration price. It then 
dawned on-him that the $125 car- 
rying charges which he had paid 
the elevator for ons month’s stor- 
age would have been saved had he 
sold the wheat Sept. 1.” 

Flesh added that many farmers 
were under the erroneous impression 
that higher prices would prevail if 
they hoarded their wheat. He point- 
ed out that those who did so gained 
nothing and incurred the loss of car- 
rying charges. 

Since the Food Administration as- 
sumed control of wheat, Sept. 1. 
Flesh has obtained in St. Louls 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat which he 
has released to millers at $2. 15 and 
$2.18 a bushel. '

Russian Winter Imminent. 

The imminence of the early Rus- 
sian winter season lends color to 
the assumption that even if the Ger- 
man high command is taking these 
steps as a preliminary to a march on 
Petrograd, it will hardly essay the 
campaign this year. It is pointed 
out, however, that the demoralized 
state of the Russian armies might 
make the operation a comparatively 
ahert and easy one now in compari- 
son with the task a German army 
headed for Petrograd would have 
to face next spring if the Russian 
governmental plans for a regenera- 
tion of the army are carried through. 

The more conservative view seems 
to be that the German effort is aimed 
dat gaining complete control of the 
Gulf of Riga, so as to realize to the 
full the advantage gained last month 
by the capture of the city of Riga. 
This has given them first all of Cour- 
land, then a slice of Livonia, and 
now has planted them in an advan- 
tageous position off the coast of Es- 
thonia, where they will constitute a 
constant threat to the right flank of 
the whole Russian front, now some 
what loosely anchored on the shores 
of the Gulf of Riga, some distance to 
the southwest. 


Flanders a Sea of Mud. ; 
The heavy rain in Flanders has 
turned the plains into such à sea of 
mud that neither of the hostile 
armies seems able to move.

BIG GERMAN LOSSES IN WEST 
ADMITTED BY BERLIN WRITER 


Says Mitttary Authorities Have Aban- 
doned Rule of Not Refer- 
ring to Them. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 13.—An un- 
mistakable intimation of great 
losses suffered by the Germans in 
their attempts to stem the British 


attacks is contained in the latest 
comment of Lieutenant-General von 
Ardenne, military critic of the Tage- 
blatt of Berlin, on the Flanders am- 
paign. He refers to the German 
losses at Mars-la-Tour and Grave- 
lotte in the Franco-Prussian War, 
averaging five-sixths of the officers 
and one-third of the men of the 
guard and Brandenburg regiments 
engaged, as ciassic examples in Ger- 
man military history of extraordi- 
nary casualties suffered without af- 
fecting the morale of the troops. 

The General then says these losses 
often are far exceeded in the pres- 
ent war, and that in the third Flan- 
ders battle they have been so great 
as to induce the military authorities 
to abandon the usuat rule of not re- 
ferring to them, feeling that the sac- 
rifices of Prince Rupprecht's troops 
have been such as to entitle them to 
extraordinary thanks of the father- 
land. 

Gen. Ardenne pays a ‘grudging and 
belated tribute to the achievements 
of the British tanks which, accord- 
ing to his verdict, though quick vie- 
tims to the German field artillery 
under good visfbility, are able to de- 
liver a most effective enfilading fire 
from their machine guns whenever 
they are able to approach the infan- 
try lines under cover of a curtain 
of smoke or gas waves, and are 
not to be taken lightly.

This truth is little 
known because the revolution tem- 
porarily interrupted particular inter- 
ests and Mexicans and foreigners 
spent a great deal of money in 
spreading calumnics and making us 
appear as a country without law. 
Since the present Constitutional Gov- 
ernment was established our foreign 
affairs have been improving and men 
interested in our wealth and 8 
ment are returning.

Defendant in Keet Baby Case on 
Witness Stand, Denies Guilt 
of Pending Charges.

Argument Limited to Three 
Hours on Each Side, to Be 
Heard Tomorrow. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. ! 
MARSHFIELD, Mo., Oct. 13. —In 


a detailed story that could not be 


shaken in two hours of severe grilling 
on cross-examination, Claude Piersol, 
20 years old, today maintained. his in- 
nocence of any connection with the 
kidnaping of baby Lloyd Keet; de- 
nied the varied German plots laid to 
him, ang gave what he declared was 
the true version of a plan, in which 
he participated, to hold a Springfield 
man for a reward. The testimony of 
Piersol practically concluded his case 
in defense, but the rebuttal of the 
State prolonged the taking of testi- 
mony until 5 o’clock this afternoon. 
At that time Judge Skinker ad- 
journed court until Monday, when he 
will instruct the jury and the attor- 
neys will argue the case. The Court 
will grant each side three hours for 
argument. 

Piersol’s bearing on the witness 
stand was as calm and cool as that 


which he has maintained through- 


out the trial. He spoke in clear 
language and never hesitated in his 
answer. He spoke so rapidly at 
times that he had to be cautioned 
not to overtax the court stenograph- 
er, and he skillfully avoided many 
traps set for him. The court room 
was packed during his examination. 
Case for the Defense. 

The major part of the case for 
the defense was made today. 

The handwriting expert was John 
M. Trendley of East St. Louis, who 
testified that the admittedly genuine 
letters of Piersol and the four ran- 
som letters were not in the same 
handwriting, asserting that the ran- 
som fetters were not in disguised 
handwriting, because, he said, one 
using a disguised hand could not 
maintain an identical style through- 
out four letters written at different 
times. 

The defense today showed that 
Holland Keét, father of the baby, 


received many other kidnaper let- 


ters besides the four the State con- 
tends were written by Piersol. When 
they put Keet on the stand he testi- 
fied he received four such letters 
from St. Louis, some of the de- 
manding ransom, before the by’s 
body was found. Keet said he had 
turned the letter over to the prose- 
cuting officials, but they failed to 
produce them. 

Several asSociates of Piersol and 
members of his family testified Pier- 
sol could not drive an automobile.

Greatly enlarged estimates of the 
1917 yield of corn, together with re- 
ports of Government pressure to es- 
tablish a ratio of $1 a btishel for 
corn and $10 a cwt for hogs, led 
last week to some big setbacks in 
prices on the Merchants’ Bxchange 
here. Among the net losses Were 
eorn 3e to 6%ec, and oats e to 
Ne: Pork, $2.75 to $4.20; lard, $1.55 
to $1.90, ribs, 25c to $2.12. 

Government crop figures on corn 
surprised the trade by placing the 
total production this season 36,000 bu 
in excess of what leading private ex- 

rts had indicated. The bearish ef- 
ect of the réckoning proved mild, 
however, compared with the results 
which followed from attention to pos- 
sibilities of Government action to cur- 
tall prices of corn and hogs, in con- 
junction with cotton oll seed and 
other food products. 

Comparative steadiness was finally 
restored by reports that new regula- 
tions were not designed to intérfere 
with operations on exchanges. 

Liberal buying for export acted as 
a substantial prop for oats. 

Flurried unloading of provision 
went day after day until the selling 
appeared at least temporarily to have 
worn itself out. The demoralization 
was due ¢hiéfly to the fact that $10 
hogs would imply a cut of nearly 50 
per cent in recent values of packirg- 
house products.

LONDON, Oct. 3 here 
is divided between great optimism 
over the course of the military cam- 
paign, and belief that, nevertheless, 
the sternest trials of the war, both 
for soldiers and civilians, are ap- 
proaching. ; 


“In the best financial circles one 
meets the judgment that it would be 
difficult to exaggerate the import- 
ance of Haig’s last victory in Fland - 
éra—whether in its military or moral 
aspect. Its beating on the winter 
campaign is considered to be su- 
premely important: of which the just 
proof is the greatly modified public 
Geclarations of the German officials. 

But the city’s general attitude may, 
nevertheless, be thus summed up; the 
end of the war ig not yet in sight, 


because the military clique is still in 


full control. This being so, each al- 
lied victory will probably intensffy 
Germanys war of frightfulness 
‘against civilians by submarines and 
from the air. For this reason, finan- 
cia] judgment is greatly réassured 
by the evidence that American lo- 
alty and enthusiasm are being ac- 
companied by record speed in your 
war preparations. 


“In the best informed circles, it is 
thought, that the Russian situation 
has not yet changed for the better. 
There is still 4 feeling that the un- 
fortunate country is a hotbed of Ger- 
man intrigue. Up to date, maturing 
interest on the Russian loans has 
been Guy met, except for one coupon; 
which delayed, but is expécted to 
be paid shortly. 


“The problem of the enormous cur- 
rency inflation will undoubtedly take 
its most acute form, after the war is 
over, in Russia and Germany. Our 
bankers have reason to believe that 
Germany is nursing the curious idea 
that the depreciated mark will then 


‘occasion a great inflow of money 


front foreign countries. This state of 
mind is unimportant, except, perhaps, 
as reflecting the cynical mentality. ot 
present-day Germany. 
“Notwithatanding the absence of 
large gold éxports to you of late,

Also, it is im- 
moral; no beer should be allowed to 
grow stale. Your use of the phono- 
graph in voice training is all right, 
but it would be well to cut out the 
Wagner and substitute patriotic airs 
even in your locality. However, yon 
cannot get a perfectly matched 
quartet from cocks of the same 
breed. Use Leghorns or Minorcas 
for tenors; good baritones can be 
bred from most of the medium- 
weight breeds (R. I. Reds, Plymouth 
Rocks.or Wyandottes), but fer a true 
basso you will need a Langshan or 
perhaps even an English game.” 

“Hester S. (Hohokus)— I'm afraid 
that if 11 of your herd of 13 are 
trying to crow. you can hardly expect 
many January eggs. There is some- 
thing wrong. Thirteen is not a 
lucky number.“ 

W. J. B. (Hot Springs)-—It is not 
possible to train a heavy breed such 
as your Orpingtons to walk a ht 
rope successfully.

Results ofs Government Experi- 
ments With Leghorns and 
General Purpose Fowls. 


The cost of feéd for producin: 
eggs with pullets and yearling hers 
both from leghorns and from gen- 
eral-purpose breeds, in the experi- 
ments on the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture farm, Beltsvjl! 
Md., during the past year, even with 
the high price of, grains, has beer 
considerably lower than the price 
received for nearby fresh eggs. 

Léghorn pullets ate an average 

of 4.8 pounds of feed in producing 
dozen eggs. The feed costs on an 
av e of 12.9 cents per dozen eggs 
produced by the flock. The cost oi 
feed per dozen eggs varied from 9.: 
cents in July to 41.4 cents in No 
vember, when, during thé moulting 
season, the flock continued to eat 
but, of course, produced féwe: 
eggs. 
Leghorn yearling hens ate on an 
average 5.5 pounds of feed per doz- 
en eggs produced. The average cost 
of feed per dozen eggs produced by 
the flock was 14 cents. The cost o 
feed per dozen eggs varied from 7.3 
cents in July to 26.63 in November 
(moulting period.) 

The general-purpose breeds ate 
considerably more feed than the 
Leghorns, the pullets consuming an 
average of 6.7 pounds of feed and 
the yearling hens 9.6 pounds in the 
production of a dozen eggs. The feed 
cost averaged 16.75 cents per doze! 
eggs for the pullets, varying from 
11.7 to 28.9 cents, and for the year 
lings averaged 24.5 cents, ranging 
from 13.9 to 81.3 cents. 

The cost of mash mixture per 10 
pounds varied from $1.82 to $2.98 
and scfatch mixture from $1.90 to 
$3.68. * . 


Bee Culture as Good 
Poultry Side Line 


Bee culture is an excellent sideline 
for the poultry keeper. Bees take 
up little room, and the cost of getting 
into bees is small. One good hive 
will store 40 to 50 pounds of honey 
in one season. This ought to be 
worth $12.50 in cash at the door 
‘nowadays. It is entirely practicable 
for many poultry raisers to keep 25 
or more stands of bees. One poultry- 
man in the Central West has 165 
stands on a piece of ground 60x100 
feet. Honey to the value of $1400 
was produced last season. If one has 
a farm of 10 acres or more the op- 
nortunities for expansion are almost 
Hmitiess. Thepeean also be kept in 
suburb or city. Beehives are even 
kept on the flat roofs of houses or 
apartments. The value of bees is 
now well understood in other direc- 
tions than the gathering and storing 
of honey. They pollenize fruits and 
flowers. Many orchards would ben- 
efit from the presence of more bees. 
Poultry, fruit and bees are regarded 
by some às an ideal combination. 
But if one has no knowlédge of bees 
he should go slowly or he will get 
„stung“ in more than one sense.

ec Ailments. 

On several mornings lately I have 
found one or two of our half- grown 
chickens, that seemed healthy the 
previous evening, dead with their 
craws full. I cut through the flesh 
of one just below the breastbone and 
about a half cup of watery fluid rah 
ou. The intestines showed a sickly 
color and there was a bad odor. Can 
you tell me the cause, and suggest a 
remedy? Do you think we are feed- 
ing too much grain? We feed about 
1% quarts a fay, to 15 young chick- 
ens. It is the regular hen food, and 
we give them table scraps, too.—- 
J. C. B., St. Louis, Mg. 

These birds have undoubtedly had 
access to something that they shquid 
not have had. It may have been of 
a poisonous’ nature, or some putri1 
food matter. If any of the remain- 
ing birds show symptoms of this 
trouble it may help them to give a 


castor oll, but of course, the first 
thing to do is to make a careful in- 
vestigation to see what these birds 
have been getting In the way of food.

dents. 

The demand for apartments and 
flats is such that a dearth in homes 
of this type is not improbable in the 
early future. nsensus of opinion 
of thé close observing members of 
the real estate fraternity is that with- 
in another year there will be few va- 
cant houses in St. Louis or in the 
suburbs. 

The rising cost of material and of 
construction generally has checked 
building projects of all descriptions, 
and the demand is rapidly depleting 
the Supply. Furthermore, a resump- 
tion of building operations, itis do- 
clared, will be impracticable before 
a recession in prices, which is not ex- 
pected until several years after the 
war. 

Rents have been advanced from 
$2.50 to $5 a month in a multitude 
of instances, while free rent is al- 
lowed only in lieu of repairs, which 
now is a convenient arrangement in 
view of the advanced prices of the 
paper hanger, of the tinner, plumber 
and the carpenter, as well as the jack 
of all trades. J 

Apartments in Record Demand. 

There is not a vacancy in many of 
the largest apartment structures, 
both old and new, and many are on 
a new and high dividend basis, with 
two and three year leases. 

The demand for units in the West- 
moreland Hotel Apartments at 5330 
Berlin avenue is without a prece- 
dent. Nearly half the space in this 


cy apartments, has been leased for 
two-year periods, and if the pres- 
ent rate of leases is maintained the 
apartments will be entirely leased 
before their completion, which ‘is 
scheduled for Nov. 1.

— Perils of engine failure, faulty 
piloting and deficient machines, and 
how inventors may find remedies 


HAT are the salient experiences, the 
chief perils, which are awaiting the 
army of 100,000 airmen whom Uncle 
Sam is now choosing, for whom 20.- 
000 machines are already building, 
for whom the nation’s keenest brains 
in the automobile engine industry 

have devised the most efficient motor yet designed, and 

for whose training and equipment Congress has appro- 
priated the enormous sum of $640,000,000? 

This question, of interest hot only personally to the 
prospective aviators and their relatives and friends, but 
also from the point of view of patriotism and romance 
to the country as a whole, has received a notable an- 
swer from a veteran of three years’ service in the war. 
He is Capt. B. C. Hucks of the Royal Flying Corps, and 
his views and adventures, of particular value to the 
American novices who will soon be at the front, are

That is 
the peril of flying in the clouds, of so much importance 
nowadays when it is to the advantage of a fighting air- 
man to utilize clouds either as an ambush from which to 
fall upon his enemy, or else as a harbor into which flight 
may be made from superior forces. 

It may not be generally known, says the airman, that 
during the last few years there have been a great num- 
ber of fatal accidents due entirely to flying through 
clouds. The danger is that. enveloned in the mists of 


embodied in a memorable pa- 
per read by him recently be- 
fore the Aeronautical Society 
of Great Britain. 

His opinion is that new- 
comers in the air game will 
have the advantage of a 
progress literally colossal 
which aviation has achieved 
under the stress and strain of 
three years of warfare—a 
warfare in which life and 
death at any moment may 
depend on an airplane’s per- 
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tection in every detail, and 
upon the aviator's coolness 
and rapidity of thought in 
emergencies of great variety. 

“A pilot has only to take 
a short flight in a 1914 model machine and then fly the 
latest 1917 pattern to really appreciate the advance that 
has been made,” said Capt. Hucks. 

“Some time ago I had occasion to fly, after a consid- 
erable lapse of time, a 50-horsepower Gnome Bleriot, 
once a premier machine; in fact, a type used quite a lof 
by ourselves and the French at very beginning of 
the war. At first I believed the machine to be a very bad 
specimen of the make, but after flying it for seme t’me 
and acquiring a sort of lost art of balance, 
like a man who has not skated on ice for 
years and has to get his legs again, I realized 
that it was quite a good machine of the type. 
but that it takes considerable time to get used 

n to such inefficiency.” 

* remarkable increase in stability is 
due, Capt. Hucks says, to such slight altera - 
tions in the sections of the planes and ele- 
vators that only a very experienced eye can 
distinguish a stable from an unstable ma- 
chine when they are standing side by side. 
Yet the one machine is an airplane inherent- 
ly stable, which, if high enough in the air, 
will mostly right itself if the driver is cool 
enough to remove his hands from the levers; 
while with the other a moment’s relaxation 
ot control may result fatally. 

Next to the improvement in stability, Capt. 
Hucks places increase of engine horsepower, 
conferring tremendously greater speed and 
climbing power. Third, he ranks the develop, 
ment of synchronizing gun gear, which en- 
ables a machine gun to be fired straight ahead 
through a tractor propeller. Until this de- 
vice was perfected, he says, it seemed likely 
that the tractor in front, which pulls the air- 
plane after it, would be doomed in favor of 
the propeller behind, which pushes‘ the ma-

He tells of a squadron commander in 
France who was surprised, while flying 
in a cloud, to find that everything loose in the machine 
was falling out. Without his knowledge he had become 
so “turned around’’ that he was flying upside down. 
Sometimes airplanes emerging from a cloud are found 
by their drivers to be in a spin; and not infrequently 
the planes collapse from the strain. In one such case, 
when the aviator was killed, the distintegrated planes 
landed half a mile from the body and the motors. 

In such cases, Capt. Hucks finds that the compasa, 
the spirit level and the apparatus registering the air 
speed are useless. Aviators have often reported that as 
soon as tuey got into a cloud “the compass started spin- 
ning.” In fact, it was the airplane whirling about. The 
spirit level is fatally disarranged by centrifuga! force 
when the airplane is whirling, and even when the air 
speed suddenly increases the driver, when immersed in @ 
cloud, cannot tell whether he is falling in a straight nose 
dive or else revolving madly about in a descending 
spiral. : 

The instrument which Capt. Hucks recommends in- 
ventors to work on is one that will constantly show te 
the aviator a correct horizontal and a correct vertical 
line. The compass is supposed to show the former 
and the air speed the latter, but they are futile when fly- 
ing in the clouds, as has been shown. The perfect de- 
vice, he says, will probably be based on the gyroscopte 
principle. : 

Crashes, by which the Captain means accidents which 
result in striking the earth so as to demolish the craft, 
are principally due to three causes—engine failure, faulty 
piloting and faulty machines. Of these the most im- 
portant is engine failure, often because the pilot is sud- 
denly forced to descend on a site unsuitable for landing. 

Engine failure, he asserts, is only rarely due to a gen- 
eral breakdown of the motor, but in the great majority 
of cases to a defect in some small detail. Personally, 
he has been compelled to make more forced landings 
(Continued on Page.

DRIED POTATOES 


A consular report from Bolivia calls attention to the 
fact that throughout the Andean Plateau of that coun- 
try, potatoes are cultivated at altitudes where even the 
hardiest grains and vegetables will not grow.

Latest British slang may not be pretty, but it stands for 
Woman's Army Auxiliary Corps, whose taking over 
of work behind the front is releasing thousands of 
men for the trenches — Women ambulance drivers, 
bookkeepers, hospital orderlies, paymistresses, cooks 
and seamstresses, and the life of England's flower of 
‘womanhood within sound of the big guns --: —2— 


DD now to the war's eccentricities in the 
creation of slang the dismaying voca- 
ble “Waacs.” As it first falls upon 
startled ears, the syllable reveals an un- 
loveliness singular even in military ar- 
got. It connotes an auto horn, a col- 
lege yell, or an Aristophanic chorus of 
frogs. It would serve as the nonsense-name of some 
fictitious monster in a Lewis Carroll zoo. Yet scarcely 
any word in England today arouses deeper emotion, 
sincerer reverence and more heartfelt blessings. 

For this squawking noun denominates England’s 
newest and most gracious war enterprise, one that has 
developed, too, in bewildering magnitude. The letters 
composing the word are the initials of the Woman's 
Army Auxiliary Corps, a sonorous phrase which the 
British, with a passion for abbreviation equalled only 
by their disregard of eunhenv, have cut down to 
“Waacs.” Similarly, to Tommy-Atkins-in-a-hurry, Great 
Headquarters is G. H. Q., and Commanding Officer 
ck 

In England's crying necessity for men, more men and 
always men, the first step in the mobilization of the na- 
tion’s woman power was that of employing women and 
girls in the munitions factories, thus eventually releas- 
ing hundreds of thousands of men for the battlefield. 

Then, as the war's hunger for men in France and 
Fianders grew ever fiercer, the question occurred to 
Mrs. Chalmers Watson, a physician who had been active 
in war work, why women could not relieve still other 
thousands of men in work back of the battle lines. She 
suw no reason why, with the exception of actual fight- 
ing and heavy mechanical labor, women could not serve 
as well as men in most of the occupations behind the 
front. Why could they not become ambulance drivers, 
hosp:tal orderlies, bookkeepers and paymistresses; why 
could they not cook, sew and repair gas masks? 

The answer to these questions was the organization, 
about 14 months ago, of the first

A few 
pioneers won the consent of thé 
military authorities for a try- 
out. By common consent, they 
accomplished wonders. Effi- 
cient, willing, making no com- 
plaint as to hours and duties, 
they were heart and soul in the 
winning of the war. Within the 
limits of physical strength, there 
proved to be no task in which 
these young women were less 
competent or faithful than the 
men whom they displaced. 

The officials were greatly im- 
pressed, and urged that the or- 
ganization be taken up on a 
large scale. With Dr. Watson 
as the chief executive, the move- 
ment grew to imposing propor- 
tions. There is one camp in En- 
gland today—one out of many, 
many others—where 1000 wom- 
en are in training for work be- 
hind the front. The organization 
is on military lines. The women

By no means all of the 
““‘Waacs” remain in the so- 
called security back of the 
front, which is no longer so 
safe as it was before the boche 
airmen took to bombing hos- 
pitals and other noncombatant 
establishments. Many of them, 
as ambulance drivers, go fre- 
quently under fire, and, like 
the male drivers, wear steel 
helmets as a protection against 
shrapnel and have gas masks 
within instant reach. 

A woman journalist who re- 
cently visited a “Waac” camp 
in France finds that the wom- 
en workers are usually billet- 
ed in towns or villages. They 
are not put in huts when it 
can be possibly avoided, as the

savagery. These, too, are modern young women, to

alone. But one gathers from the look of the majority 
that the shaking-down process is not of very long dura- 
tion, that with more or less swiftness they find their 
level and adapt themselves to camp life and atmosphere. 
They enroll, one imagines, in the sensible spirit, well 
knowing that the smal! discomforts which fall to their 
lot are as nothing to the hardships and dangers their 
brothers are called on to suffer, since they live—in the 
camp I speak of, at least—under model conditions as 
regards sanitation and health.
